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THE SEXSATIONAL SCANDAL of the 
century — the wild bacchannalian 
revelry involving Christine Keeler, 
John Profumo, Secretary of State 
for War in Britain and famed osteo- 
pathic artist, Dr. Stephen Ward — 
the uproarious merrymaking upon 
Lord Astor’s own estate — the pos- 
sibility of loss of valuable British 
military secrets to Red Russia ~ 
these were the screaming headlines 
in newspapers throughout the 
world. 

On the surface, the sexcapades of 
the participants which included 
nude swimming, miscegenation, a 
bit of “twilight in Lesbos” love as 
well as mutual sharing of mates 
and she-mates, might be shocking. 
In fact, an outraged world was so 
stunned at the names dropped by 
witnesses during the trial in staid 
Old Bailey court, that pressure was 
put upon Parliament to start shift- 
ing the balance of power. 

The War Minister was told to 
resign, the Tory government of 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
was shaken into a state of virtual 
collapse, The scandal went deeper 
—kmocking at the doors of Buck- 
ingham Palace. In particular, some 
doors were knocked at with even 
greater fury, threatening exposure 
so electrifying, that world reper- 
cussions could explode with more 
power than any H-Bomb. 

But—the story you were told 
was just a sample. In fact, the en- 
tire scandal was handled in typical 
British fashion: you were given the 
surface facts as “clothing” to ob- 
scure the NAKED TRUTH be- 
neath. The world was stunned to 
read that gay times were exchanged 
between prostitutes, call girls and 
ministers of state, high ranking mil- 
itary and political leaders of op- 
posing nations. But you read these 
“ordinary” scandals. You follow the 
vice trials and shuddered at “ordin- 
ary” confessions of seemingly “or- 
dinary” sex, You were stunned that 
the austere Britons would cavort in 


gay abandon, with little thought to 
international repercussions. 

But was this all that happened in 
merrie olde England? Did the pa- 
pers deliberately conceal the real 
truth — the raw facts about the true 
peculiarities indulged in by leading 
world figures? 

When curvaceous Vickie Barrett 
testified that she was paid for whip- 
ping, flogging or otherwise apply- 
ing a stout cane to the. bare bodies 
of willing victims, the story made 
the headlines. This was just a bare 
hint of the real truth which, up un- 
til now, was deliberately kept from 
the world, 

The heretofore undisclosed truth 
is this—the girls who were re- 
cruited to provide “entertainment” 
for top names in the news,- were 
extremely versatile. An ordinary af- 
fair was too humdrum for these 
world leaders who sought a little 
spice in their activities. They 
craved “entertainment” which is 
generally considered outside the 
realm of so-called normalcy. 

Vickie Barrett’s admission that 
she was called upon to whip her 
customers is an echo of another 
scandal —one that took place just 
two years ago in 1961 and three 
thousand miles across the Atlantic 
Ocean in New York, In this big 
city, another well-shaped girl was 
also using a whip as a means of 
stimulating the sensuous libido of 
a customer. This girl, Mariella 
Novotny, fresh from England (hav- 
ing been brought to New York by 
a leading British producer, Harry 
Alan Towers) specialized in offer- 
ing bizarre forms of pleasure. 

A gentleman could request a bit 
of sadism (in which he would flog 
or whip a girl as a means of deriv- 
ing pleasurable satisfaction for 
himself); or, he would prefer to be 
masochistic in which case either Ma- 
tiella or another girl would use a 
whip upon him. Perhaps the man 
was a transvestite and enjoyed 
dressing up as a female and ming-

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ling with exclusive guests at an ex- 
tremely private party. The man 
might also prefer fetishism—mak- 
ing love to an inanimate object 
such as a boot, silk stocking, 
bloomer, lingerie or other erotic 
symbol. For this craving, Mariella 
Novotny and Harry Alan Towers 
could provide a suitable companion 
to watch, join in or participate—for 
a handsome fee, of course. 

When everything was going 
along as smooth as a leather jacket, 
the law closed in. The trial was 
brief—deliberately! Mariella Nov- 
otny had a list of names that she 
could have rattled off in court, 
rocking the foundations of govern. 
ment, politics, military, entertain- 
ment, business, finance and in- 
dustry. 

Mariella was given a boot out of 
the U.S., back to England. For a 
while, everything was quiet— or so 
you thought, Then the Keeler-Pro- 
fumo-Ward case exploded. 

But the really “big” explosion 
never came off. The raw truth is 
that Mariella Novotny was as busy 
as a cat o’ nine tails during a mutiny 
on the Bounty. For several years, 
she had talent scouts sent to all 
parts of the world with express 
orders to fetch back comely maid- 
ens and lasses who would go one 
better than an ordinary lady of 
pleasure. 

The girls in this international 
call girl ring were  specialists— 
they would attend to the cravings 
of men who derived peculiar and 
bizarre pleasures by being beaten, 
bound up and rendered helpless in 
bondage, treated as male slaves 
forced to dress in “humiliation” as 
females; and, there were many 
men who became filled with ecs- 
tasy when making Jove to a leather 
boot, kissing a stiletto high heel, 
caressing and fairly worshipping a 
pointed boot tip. Called “fetish- 
ism,” this form of behavior was 
most popular—and most expensive 
—and most in demand! 

The trial at Old Bailey did not 
elaborate upon these bizarre prac- 
tices. In fact, other than that one 
testimony of being paid one pound 


($2.80) for each stroke of a cane, 
no mention was made again of any- 
thing in the way of “abnormal” 
sex. 

The truth that has been side- 
stepped until now is that all too 
many of the customers—and these 
include some of the biggest names 
in the news—requested either fla- 
gellation, bondage, fetishism, sad- 
ism or masochism—the same forms 
of gratification which Mariella Nov- 
otny provided in New York and 
which was hushed up during her 
brief trial. 

These deviations are not new in 
England, In fact, sociologists re- 
gard them as the “curse of the 
British nation.” It is well known 
that corporal punishment is popu- 
lar in many of their schools and 
other punitive institutions. Segre- 
gation of the sexes is another cau- 
sative factor for warping the minds 
of growing boys and girls. Isolated 
to themselves, they must devise 
means other than heterosexual in 
order to receive gratification. The 
British have long been known for 
their love of leather, their exquisite 
invention of a variety of punish- 


ment devices—straps for bondage 
and spankings, wasp waist re- 
strainers, stout canes, bullwhips, 
eat o’ nine tails, birch switches, 
ete. 

Lest you are deluded into think- 
ing that such punishment went out 
with the bustle, just ask any Briton 
who attended an exclusive or 
boarding school or a similar insti- 
tution where discipline was in the 
hands of a severe headmaster! And, 
ask any Briton about the punitive 
methods used at some of the most 
exclusive and plush schools at- 
tended by the youngsters of the 
highest social strata. Is this tradi- 
tion? Or . . . is it a form of bizarre 
behavior enjoyed by both head- 
master or senior monitor (an alder 
boy) as well as the chastised stu- 
dent? No complaints are heard 
from either parties. 

Any psychologist will tell you 
that early sensual exposures are 
permanently impressionable. When 
these youngsters, isolated from the 
other sex and prohibited from a 
normal expression for their youth- 
ful urges, find another outlet— 
they indulge most frequently. A 
substitute often becomes more en- 
joyable than the real thing. Small 
wonder that generation after gene- 
ration of Briton grows up with a 
strange yearning for bizarre tastes 
in sensual expression. 

Nowhere in the world is the 
field so fertile as in Great Britain— 
and it is precisely here that Mari- 
ella Novotny and Harry Alan 
Towers found business to be as 
lucrative as ever imagined. And 
her customer was not the ordinary 
London cockney with a few shill- 
ings in his worn trousers, or the 
Liverpool dock worker who has an 
extra pound or two after a drinking 
session in the local pub. 

No—Mariella and Harry went 
after bigger names. In fact, their 
clientele was so great, they fol- 
lowed them across the ocean to 
New York, Here, the headquarters 
of the UN, the “home away from 
home” of international delegates 
were all fertile ground for this bi- 
zarre lady and her procurer. 

Business was so good that these 
two “entertainers” set up an inter- 
national network. They, themselves, 
were regarded as the hub of a gi-

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gantic global wheel—with spokes 
in various parts of the world. The 
two biggest links were between 
London and New York. Overseas, 
the stars of the production were 
Christine Keeler and Marilyn 
“Mandy” Rice-Davies. 

Just as Mariella provided bizarre 
forms of behavior which, as stated 
above, include transvestism (males 
dressed in female garb), sadism, 
masochism, bondage and fetish- 
ism, her cohorts in London were re- 
quired to cater to the same devia- 
tions. 

Mariella soon developed a trade- 
mark—one that she carried in her 
handbag—a braided and pleated 
leather BULLWHIP! This was 
found by an arresting New York 
officer who went through her hand- 
bag at the time when she was 
caught in the act. She protested 
that she carried it for her “pro- 
tection!” 

A reputation in this business was 
important. None of the girls in the 
international ring were supposed to 
refuse any request for any form of 
deviation. Furthermore, it was also 
known that many who frequented 
Mariella Novotny or any of her 
call girls, were interested only in 
gratification of a deviation! 

The British papers and courts 
carefully avoided the details of 
corporal punishment, spanking, 
bondage, humiliation which were 
specialties offered by this interna- 
tional call girl ring. Had the truth 
been made public before now, 
more names would have been 
brought into the picture—including 
the prominent name in the news 
(who, incidentally, was regularly 
spanked and given periodic whacks 
with a cane at a very exclusive 
and plush school throughout his 
education) who enjoyed being hu- 
miliated by Christine Keeler and 
Mandy Rice-Davies. This leading 
figure was not named. But he was 
described as wearing a mask and 
apron—and absolutely nothing else 
—while performing as a humble 
waiter at an exclusive private party. 
Who was this world known figure 
who delighted in sexnal humili- 
ation? 


One witness could have named 
him. But she was never called into 


the trial—that witness was Mariella 
Novotny who offered the same 
form of entertainment to customers 
who enjoyed a bit of degrading 
and humiliation as well as a few 
well-aimed strokes of the whip or 
cane. Mariella could have named 
quite a few people if it had been 
decided that her testimony would 
be relevent. Discovery came close 
with testimonies given by Mandy 
Rice-Davies as well as Christine 
Keeler, Vickie Barrett and others. 
Yet the courts, themselves, decided 
to avoid pin-pointed identities 
which were regarded irrelevent. 

If the names of Lord Astor and 
Douglas Fairbanks created such a 
tumult, the name of the aforemen- 
tioned masked and aproned (but 
otherwise, quite nude) waiter 
could have exploded throughout 


the world. 

The peculiar urge for flagellation 
which has been stamped on the 
characters and personalities of so 
many Britons is a scandal that they 
would prefer to keep under wraps. 
More so, when it knocks at their 
own doors. 

Here then, are some of the un- 
disclosed facts together with 
many never-before-published pho- 
tographs of the merry boys and 
girls involved.

The international vice scandal 
does NOT have its beginnings in 
London, 1963. Rather, the REAL 
beginning—the foundation for the 
entire sex network has its embryo 
in New York City, 1960. 

It begins with the arrival, in New 
York, of Harry Alan Towers, Brit- 
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ish producer and representative of 
a firm selling recording devices. 
With Towers is a dark-haired girl, 
Mariella Novotny. Later, she would 
begin bleaching her magnificent 
tresses into a silver or platinum 
blonde hue—until harsh chemical 
actions began to destroy her hair. 
Later, she would resort to the 
wearing of wigs over which she 
permanently affixed a hat to create 
an illusion that her hair was real. 

Towers and Mariella were known 
to each other in London. They had 
provided “pleasure” for several im- 
portant personages of Europe. Now, 
they were coming to New York for 
the big kill. 

Prior to their arrival in the 
United States, the King and Queen 
of vice had established a good 
reputation in merrie olde England. 
Girls procured were especially in- 
structed in satisfying the bizarre 
whims of customers, 

Harry Alan Towers was able to 
eater to the peculiar desires of 
fetishism, transvestism, bondage 


and sado-masochism by providing 
girls who would cooperate with 
staid old (and young) Britishers 
who had a few whims. 

Mariella Novotny, the most co- 
veted of such girls at 18 (in 1960) 
was well known to be the mistress 
of fetish! With such a reputation, 
she was nonetheless received on 
our own shores across the Atlantic. 

Numerous business leaders as 
well as titans of industry, motion 
pictures, international affairs were 
frequently transferred from their 
homelands to the U.S. Under these 
circumstances, both Harry Towers 
and Mariella Novotny decided to 
establish a branch right in their 
midst, here in New York. 

Customs glanced through their 
luggage—scarcely noticing a pe- 
culiar assortment of items: namely, 
seyeral quirt-tipped riding crops, 
a few cat o’ nine tails with gleam- 
ing leather tips, thick black leather 
garrison belts, hip-length, thigh- 
length, knee and ankle-length 
leather boots. Also included were 


very binding corsets and girdles 
as well as thick ropes and some 
links of chains. To the inexperi- 
enced eye, these were just house- 
hold items that people brought 
along with them. To the experi- 
enced eye—and to an eye that was 
familiar with the “profession” of 
Towers-Novotny, these were items 
used in fulfillment of the sado-ma- 
sochistic urges. 

But . . . the luggage passed 
through Customs and the smiling 
couple promptly proceeded to set 
themselyes up in a plush luxury 
apartment on East 55th Street in 
the swank East Side district, com- 
plete with doormen, carefully 
groomed pink and white poodles, 
high society—and call girls! 

It did not take long before these 
two notified contacts that they ar- 
rived—and that they also gathered 
together an assortment of interest- 
ing girls. These latter included the 
missing Miss “X” or Pat R. of whom 
the courts made scant mention dur- 
ing the trial in 1963. Also, H. E.

who was recognized to be an inter- 
national expert in flagellation. She 
knew how to flog her customers 
and how to bind them up as help- 
less slaves and force them to per- 
form the most unbelievable indig- 
nities which helped satisfy their 
masochistic leanings. H. E. was 
one of the more popular girls— 
leading public figures from all 
walks of life would pay heavily to 
be humiliated by this girl who is 
now a model and show girl in both 
Las Vegas and Miami. 

Currently, British and American 
intelligence agents are watching 
H.LE., unknown to herself, except if 
she reads this publication, H.E. can 
give the names of her cutomers— 
a roster that would threaten to 
crumble many important organiza- 
tions—but she isn’t talking. She ad- 
mits she is frightened—after she 
leamed that Miss “X” or Pat R. 
had died under strange circum- 
stances before she was able to talk! 

Mariella was frequently seen in 
her peculiar leather costume— her 
waist squeezed until she had a per- 
fect figure 8. Part of the corporal 
punishment fetish also requires 
that one partner (or both, quite 
frequently ) be subjected to a bond- 
age symbolism of very tight cloth- 
ing. Mariella also wore sleek 
hosiery, the leather garments—the 
spiked heels or rubber boots simi- 
Jar to those worn by fishermen. 
These boots were erotic symbols 
that signified power and strength 
The masochistic customers gloried 
in grovelling beneath Mariella’s 
boots as she frequently trampled 
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them, whipped them, humiliated 
them—which was pleasurable to 
their deviated urges. 

You did NOT read the above 
story in any of the papers. You 
SCARCELY heard mention of such 
deviations. It was embarrassing to 
the public, in general, because 
these fetish-transvestism leanings 
are common to many Britishers— 
labelled their “curse” but neverthe- 
less,.a curse they must possess. 
Corporal punishment and humi- 
liation also includes having the 
“slave” dressed as a female—in fe- 
male garments. The famed “man 
in the mask” was one such trans- 
vestite masochist. Everyone shud- 
dered at the mere existence of such 
a person. But he, like many others, 
were frequent customers of Tow- 
ers-Novotny — when they were in 
London as far back as 1958 and 
1959. Now, they established head- 
quarters in New York. 

Neighbors and gossips began to 
cluck-cluck tongues at the parade 
of people who kept coming and go- 
ing from this swank apartment. 
Some even heard loud cries during a 
few wild parties. It was inevitable 
that the volcano would erupt—it 
was just a minor explosion com- 
pared to the violent earthquake of 
1963. 

On March 3, 1961, both Mariella 
Novotny and Harry Towers were 
seized by a plainclothesman at this 
$250.00 a month luxury apartment. 
First, the plainclothesman knocked 
on the door, was admitted. He 
chatted with the  silver-blonde 
beauty (the bleached hair, as ex- 
plained earlier, had taken its toll 
in baldness and Mariella forever 
after wore a wig and hat to hide 
this blot on her beauty) and de- 
cided upon a fee—it was $30. 

This was cheap. Well, nothing 
exceptional was requested. Imme- 
diately, Mariella started to strip, 
exposing the upper half of her 
peaches-and-cream body. At that 
point, the plainclothesman pro- 
duced his police identification; an- 
other officer was admitted, the 
arrest was made. 

This tiny fact was revealed— 
upon looking through her handbag, 


a braided bullwhip was discovered. 
When questioned as to its purpose, 
Mariclla blithely replied, “I needed 
it for my protection!” 

But—this fact was NOT re- 
vealed to the papers: the sump- 
tuous apartment was fashioned 
with wall shackles, a few chains 
secured to beams on the ceiling, 
handcuffs, leg irons, ancient and 
medieval replicas of torture instru- 
ments! Furthermore, a hasty glance 
through the six enormous closets in 
the apartment revealed a tremend- 
ous amount of clothes—from dainty 
G-strings and lacy-fringed bloom- 
ers and biassieres right down to hip 
length leather boots. The clothes 
did NOT fit Mariella. 
NOT read this truth in the papers: 
these female clothes belonged to

some very prominent people—who 
wore them when visiting Mariella 
for a night of transvestism  (cross- 
dressing) and bondage as well as 
a bit of sado-masochistic tortures 
and whipping. 

The above was deliberately kept 
out of the newspapers since it 
would have immediately opened up 
the entire scandal, The lame ex- 
cuse for carrying a whip was 
laughed at by the newspaper read- 
ers . . . few of whom could read 
between the lines. 

Harry Alan Towers was arrested 
on a charge of importing girls into 
the U.S, for purposes of prostitu- 
tion, Since Mariella was the only 
gitl’ onithe premises, she was the 
only one nabbed—whip and all.

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porary obscurity; a few managed 
to leave town very quickly. 

When questioned, Mariella start- 
ed telling all. Without a doubt, the 
Towers-Novotny call girl ring had 
more tentacles with more far-reach- 
ing lengths than anything of a simi- 
lar nature in our modern times. 
Something had to be done— and 
very quickly. 

The trial took place in New York 
City during the week of May 15, 
1961. 

At the trial, Assistant U.S. At- 
torney Alfred Donati, Jr., charged 
that many prominent’ Americans 
visited the Towers call girl estab- 
lishment. 

The charge continued: Towers 
received a portion of the $400.00 a 
week earnings of Mariella Novotny 
and that, as a procurer, he deli- 
berately brought her to the USS. 
for the purposes of prostitution. 
This appeared to be a normal 
enough charge. Nothing in the way 
of deviations had been mentioned. 

At the trial, Mariella Novotny 
appeared, wearing an orange and 
beige suit, a red fox fur wrap, 
spiked heels that must have 
warmed the heart of any fetishist 
present. She also wore her ker- 
chief-wrapped silver blonde wig 
which defied detection. She sweet- 
ly admitted she had been naughty 
—made NO mention of her custom- 
ers—and was speedily given 3 years 
probation under the care of her 
mother, Constance who was flown 
in from England for the trial. 

Several days later, under an 
assumed name, Mariella sailed 
on the Queen Mary and everyone 
breathed easier. It was a close call. 

On May 16, 1961, Federal Judge 
Gregory F. Noonan ordered for- 
feited the $10,000 bail for Harry 
Alan Towers. He had fled, jumped 
this bail, and vanished behind the 
Tron Curtain. With him had gone 
many secrets gleaned from dele- 
gates. Small wonder that Towers 
was a welcome visitor to Moscow 
and now travels about freely— oc- 
casionally remaining in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, for an extended 
period of time. (In Prague, he 
visits with President Antonin No-

votny who denies that he and Ma- 
riella are uncle and niece—related 
through Mariella’s father who she 
said was the brother of Antonin.) 

Returning to London, Mariella 
picked up where she left off. A 
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Dr. Ward and two of the girls 
involved in his trial, 

Brenda O’Neil above and 
Christine Keeler. Brenda 
shared a flat with 

Vicky Barrett. 
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short time after, Ivanov and War 
Minister John Profumo of Great 
Britain were both the favorites of 
Christine Keeler. Hows that for “in- 
ternational cooperation”?

If Dr. Stephen Ward had not 
existed, the British might have in- 
vented him. Confused morals in 
any society must have a scapegoat 
upon whom is heaped the complete 
blame for indiscretions of hedon- 
ists. 

The trial of Dr. Ward has started 
discussions with regards to the 
workings of the judiciary and the 
protection of the individual under 
due process afforded by the law- 
enforcement system. The names of 
War Minister Profumo, Lord Wil- 
liam Astor, Douglas Fairbanks were 
already being tarnished — guilty or 
not! These were big enough names

The 
torment, the mental suffering, the 
sense of aloneness and awareness 
that he had been deserted must 
have driven him to fathomless ex- 
tremes — destroying his own lifel

Tt is true that their names are re- 
garded as irrelevent insofar as tes- 
timony and judicial procedure is 
concerned, But when well-known 
figures are regarded irrelevent with 
respect to the public—why aren't 
they examined in the light of na- 
tional security! 

What social values can be at- 
tributed to hiding the identity of 
these people —to keep hidden the 
truths about their forms of sexual 
aberrations? 

Pioneers in sexual knowledge
